This change 
in Medicine, the Author fincerely regrets, becaufe the 
confequences are hurtful to man, and retard the advance-

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merit of this fublinie — *God.like — fcience ; he has there- 
fore taken the liberty to reftore and bring back into ufe 

Botanic Medicine. ^The wonderful Medicinal Virtues 

of Vegetables, and the various purpofes to which they are 
applicable in Surgery, have, for many ages, been overlooked ; 
Phyficians, not clearly comprehending thofe properties, 
which are, now, found, to exift in their component parts, or, 
what is more probable, not knowing any better procefs 
for obtaining or extrafting them, than the ordinary culi- 
nary method, in which the moft valuable parts, being eafily 
volatalized, were carried off in vapour, and loft to the 
operator, whohad, only, left behind a grofs, inert refiduum.

They operate indeed as it were infenfibly at firft ; but 
although they proceed fejimo lente, an ill habit, or difeafed 
ftate of body is, at laft, certainly reftored to an healthy ftate, 
and entirely freed from every fpecies of noxious matter.

Thefe eftablifh an equipoife betwixt health and difeafe, 
the fmalleft deviation from which is an approximation 
towards the latter.

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«' The lungs, as well as the ftomach, are often hurt hj 
f means of mercury. The number of young men who 

die every year in London of confumptions, brought on 
f« by the improper ufe of mercury, is a fufHcient proof 
** of the baneful efFefts of that mineral on the lungs, 

" The eltcfts of mercury on the nervous fyftem are 
*• more dired : I have often feen paralytic afFefticns 

brought on by the imprudent ufe of mercury, by which 
*' even young men have been rendered lame and miferable 

for life. But the flow and lefs perceptible effefts of 

mercury are more frequent, and likewife more hurtful ; 

by them the beft conftitution may be undermined, and 
** the moft roburt man reduced to an abfolute invalid, 
*' fhivering at a breeze, and dragging out a wretched 

exiftence, under a load of nervous maladies, for which 
*' Medicine knows no cure," 

It would require a large volume to recite but a fmall 
portion of the evils occafioned by mercury, or quote a 
thoufandth part of what has been written by men, the 
moft eminent in their profefTion on this fubjeft, pointing 
out its ill effedl on the Conftitution, and even in publicar 
tions which appear to have been ulhered into the world on 
purpofe to recommend it.

The LUES VENEREA, as well as other infeaious 
and peftilental matter, is communicated by contaft ; and 
it ought to be remembered that morbid matter, of any 
fort, when it enters into contaft with the human body 
frequently, and in confiderabic quantities, carries danger 
with it ; *even the effluvium has a procreative power of 
generating fomething fimilar toitfelf: no wonder then, 
that thofe who are, much expofed to the contaft, or even 
the breath and perfpiration of difeafed perfons, fhould lofe 
their health ; nor is it ftrange that thefe kind of difeafes 
fhould be gradually, and fo frequently communicated from 
one to another. 

In Nephritic affe(5iIons, the Stone, and gravelly com- 
plaints, this Medicine will be particularly ferviccable.

As the effefts of the CEREVISIA ANGLTCANA, or ENG- 
LISH DIET DRINK, are particularly deterlhined to the 
lymphatic Slt^A glandular fyjl em (jet aftonilhingly cleanfing all the 
vifcera in general) care fhould be taken that it is properly con- 
veyed into that fyjiem, which will be accomplilhed by obferving 
the following diredions : 

Grown perfons of either fex, in very low or debilitated con- 
ditions^ Ihould begin with one table-fpoonful night and morning, 
gradually increafing the dofe to three or four, unlefs it Ihould 
prove very laxative, which muft be attended to, as that would 
be a means of lejfenmg its proper efFe£t on the lymphatics and 
glands. 

Thofe who are of a fironger habit, may take three or four 
lable-fpoons full, which is the common dofe, morning and even- 
ing ; and if the cafe be violent, or has been of long Handing, 
the quantity may be increafed to fix or eight, and in very obfti- 
iiate cafes muft be continued for fome time. 

Women with child may take from two to three table-lpoons 
full once a day, during the time of geftation j and even the 
child at the breafl, when the firft milk has not been fufficiently 
D2 purgative 
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purgative, will be greatly benefited, if a tea-fpoonful be occa- 
fionally given in its pap. 

ChiWren under three years old, of delicate habits, who are 
very weak and debilitated, ftiould begin with a pap-fpoonful or 
lefs, night and morning, gradually increafing the dofe to three 
or four, which fhoiild not be exceeded. 

Thofe of delicate habits above that age, fliould begin with a 
table-fpoonful night and morning, gradually increafing the dofe 
to three. 

Stronger habited children may begin with two table-fpoons full 
night and morning, increafing the dofe to four.* 

Females under the Jlour albus, obftrufted menfes, and other 
■weakening coin-plain t&, thfe caufe of great fuffering to the fix, 
may begin with two tablis-fpoons full nigTit and morning, gra- 
dually increafing the dofe to four. The ufe of it muft be fuf- 
pended in all cafes, during the menftrual difcharge. 

The precautions and ajijlanres to which patients are to have 
recourfe, during the ufe of this Medicine, are few and fimpl j. 

To be careful in avoiding colds is prudent, under every procefs, 
for the cure of almoft any difeafe ; but here no alarmin"- co.^- 
fequences are to be dreaded, as in the ufe of metallic medi- 
cines ; for the CEREVlSIA ANGLICANA, or ENGLISH 
DIET DRINK, is the beft Medicine ever known for a cold— 
in that cafe, from two to four table-fpoons full (according to the 
age and ftrength of the patient) in, from half a pint to a pint 
of wine whey, in which the juice of half, or a whole lemon, 
may be ftqueezed, taken as the patient goes to reft, having 
the bed warmed, and being well covered, will aft as a power- 
fvil ftidorrfic^; aiKl feldom fail to r&move the fymptoms, but in 
obflinate cafes it may require to be repeated.

Temperance 
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Temperance is advlfeable in all forms of diTeafe, but this 
Mc'licine being wholly vegetable, a low vegetable diet is raoft 
DUfriendly to its falutary efFeds. 

When a fmall quantity purges, and the diforder requires 
more than can be eafily retained in the bowels, «very kind of acid 
mull be avoided, efpecially raw or unripe frwits, fallads, cyder^ 
fharp wines, piinch, and, in fonje cafes, where inflammatioa 
is very great, moft of the ufual vep;etaWes of the table mufl be 
abftained irom, and the diet confift of light animal food, the 
drink may be a little well brewed beer, good red port, Madeira, 
old fiierry, weak brandy and water, rum or gin and water, as the 
patient's feelings may diftato. 

If fuch violent fymptoms Ihould at any time occur, as tumours 
in the groins, (commonly called buboes,) chancres, or ulcers on 
the glans— penis, or any fpecies of inflammation, of which the 
fcnrvy, fcrophula, or venereal difeafe are fufoeptible, a poul- 
tice of bread and milk, or linfecd meal is to be ufed ; all 
wounds, produced by thefe difeafes, are to be cleanfed, with 
warm water or milk and water only, and drefTed with dry lint*, 
over which apply aplafter of yellow bafilicon, or any other eafy 
digeftive, fpread thin as poflible. No furgical operation will be 
neceffary where this medicine is properly ufed ; the knife oc- 
cufions ulcers and fears, which might be avoided ; the rubbing 
in of mercury is alfo very injurious to the coxifritution, and op- 
pofes the good efFeds of this medicine. 

It is particvdarly neceflary to inform every patient, that the 
Medicine muft be regularly taken every day, according to the 
Diredions ; for fome diforders will ftrengthen and increafe more 
in one day, than it is in the power of Medicine to reftore in a 
week ; and it Ihould be continued for fome time after all fymp- 
toms have difappeared, as the fraalleft degree of taint imagin- 
able, efpecially of venereal poifon, remaining in the habit, will 



• In wounds where the dry lint caufes pain, the digeftive (hou'.d be fpread 
on the lint. 

in. 
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in a little time, accumulate to an alarming degree ; and occa- 
fion, to the patient a renewal of the pain and trouble, as well as 
expence, which might be avoided, perhaps, by taking one or two 
bottles more of the CEREVISIA ANGLICANA. 

N. B. Tiie laxative efFed this Medichie may have on fome 
conftitutions, might render it neceffary to add to the dofe, taken 
at night, fix, eight, or ten drops of the tindture of opium ;
